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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . New claims 7-14 are pending. Claims 1-6 are cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 7-14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

As per claim 7: 

The claim recites the limitation, "the one or more methods being called and executed by 
the processor following an application stored in the memory (lines 7-8)." It is unclear what the 
scope of the limitation is. The use of the word following refers to following something 
happening, however, an application stored in memory does not imply anything happening. It is 
unclear whether the methods are called and executed following an application being stored in 
memory or executed or if it has anything to do with an application at all. In addition, this 
introduces a new application separate from the one or more applications recited in the preamble. 

In addition, the claim recites the limitation, "a data access manager that prohibits any 
access to the one or more data sets by the processor following an application stored in the 
memory without calling and following a method contained in an object generated by the object 
generator (lines 9-1 1)." The scope of this limitation cannot be ascertained. Again, it is unclear 
what prohibiting access to data sets by the processor follows since an application stored in the 
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memory without calling is not an action and doesn't make sense (is an application stored in 
memory without being called? Does the prohibiting step occur after the storing of the 
application?). A method contained in an object is also not an action that the prohibiting step can 
follow. 

Finally, the claims recites the limitation, "an object generation manager that allows the 
object generator to generate, following one application among the one or more applications, an 
imperfect encapsulated object that is an object containing a method indicated procedures of 
operation making a specific data set among the one or more data sets accessible by the processor 
following any one of the one or more applications, only when reliability of the one application 
meets a predetermined requirement (lines 12-13)." This limitation seems to be generally 
narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. practice. It appears to be a literal 
translation into English from a foreign document and is replete with grammatical and idiomatic 
errors. Once again, it is unclear what the step of allowing an object manager to generate follows 
since one application among the one ore more applications is not an action. In addition, it is 
unclear how the imperfect encapsulated object is incorporated with the rest of the limitation and 
it is uncertain what action occurs only when reliability of the one application meets a 
predetermined requirement. 

The scope of the claims could not be ascertained and thus a search was not performed on 

them.
